Glad  to  hear  from  you  and  to  receive  the  information  you 
sent.  Am  enclosing  the  papers  you  marked  to  bo  returned. 

I  have  made  copies  for  future  reference. 

About  the  names  Ccgar,  Cogan,  Coager,  etc.  It  is  possible, 
of  course,  but  I  very  much  doubt  the  connection.  L!y  mind 
is  open  on  the  question  but  I  must  have  more  definite  evi¬ 
dence  before  I  can  accept  it  as  a  fact. 

The  COUGERS  of  Heu  Jersey?  There  may  he  a  connection  there. 
I  have  often  been  called  Couger  by  persons  who  were  not 
familiar  with  the  name  Cowger.  The  W.  J.  Cowger  letter 
states  his  ancestors  were  Germans  and  came  to  Virginia  from 
the  state  of  New  Jersey.  The  earliest  record,  you  have  of 
them  is  1660.  If  there  is  a  connection  my  great-grandfather 
Michael,  was  very  distantly  related  to  them  as  he  was  born 
in  Germany  in  1765.  It  Is  known  that  he  was  born  in  Germany 
My  grandfather,  Jonathan,  could  talk  and  understand  the 
German  language  and  my  father  had  a  slight  knowledge  of  it. 

I  have  often  heard  him  say  a  fevv  words  in  German. 

I  visited  my  father  in  Feb.  1914  at  Kissimmee,  Florida. 

He  was  in  poor  health  and  I  realized  he  night  not  be  with 
us  long.  One  afternoon  while  talking  about  our  folks  I 
had  him  tell  me  all  ho  remembered  about  then  and  wrote  it 
down.  He  died  the  following  June.  I  neglected  to  arrange 
the  notes  In  proper  order,  years  passed,  and  somehov/  lost 
about  half  of  the  notes. 

He  told  me  his  grandfather,  Michael,  learned  the  book-binder 
trade  in  Germany.

World  War,  translate:'  some  writing' on  the-  fly-  leaf  of  this 
-book,  -  It  reads:  "This  bock1  is  the  property  of  Georg  Michael

day  of  May,  1765,  -The  above  was  written  on  the  £&th  day  of

I  also  believe  there' were’ two r  sets' of- David  and  Susan  Cov/gers 
-living  in  Rush- County,  - -Indiana,  My  grandfather  raised  an 
Elizabeth-  Cowger  who  was  an  orphan.  Her  parents'  were  James 
S,  and  Charlotte,  and  grandparents  David  &  Su snah.  So  far 
I  have  riot  been  able  to- learn  the  dates  of  birth' of  deaths 
of  this  David  &  Susnah,  nor  tho  maiden  name  of  Susnah. 

Could  this  James  S.  have  been- the  Stephen  of  your  line,  your 
grandmothers  brother?? 

In-  1046  several  Cowger  brothers  and  sisters  who  were  children 
of  my  grandfathers  older  brother  C-ustavus,  left  Rush  County, 
Indiana,  and  settled  in  Iowa  and  Kansas,  Their  descendants 
have  scattered  all  ever  the  west.  I  have  a  record  of  most 
of  them  which  I  will  send  to  you  when  completed, 

I  am  writing  to  Tho  Thomas  Cowger  of  Monti cello ,  Indiana. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  locate  any  of  the  descendants  of  my 
grandfathers  brothers  George  of  John,  One  of  them,- I  have 
forgotten  which,  went  to  the  California  goldfields  and  was 
never  heard  from.  The  Monticello  Cowger s  may  be  decendants 
of  the  other  brother.

If  you  find  a  history  of  Augusta  County, 
Virginia  you  night  see  If  Cowgers  or  Gaugers  are 
mentioned. 


The  Pope  brothers  using  this  history  as  a  basis  for 
their  research  v/ork  hav-.«  found  much  cf  the  information 
in  this  history  is  non  correct. 

In  charter  VI  the  George  Cowger  who  married  Hamah 
Hawes  (or  Haas)  wa s  the  ancestor  of  the  Cowgers  now 
living  in  Va.,  V.’.  Va. ,  and  at  Montieello,  Ind.,  but  he 
died  In  1780  not  1785. 

The  John,  Jacob,  Michael,  and  the  Michael  who  located 
900  acres  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley  in  1755  soon  to  be 
badly  nixed  with  the  names  Cogcr,  Cogar,  Cougar, 

Cougher  and  Kogar.  The  Pope  brothers  seen  to  think 
the  Cow.  ers  are  connected  in  some  way  with  the  above 
names,  but  I  doubt  it  very  much.  So  far,  they  have 
not  been  able  to  trace  their  line  farther  back  than 
this  George  nor  to  connect  him  with  these  other  names. 
They  are  row  working  on  the  theory  that  their  George 
and  our  Michael  were  brothers  and  emigrated  from  Germany. 
These  two  seem  to  be  '-he  only  lines  of  Cowgers  that  we 
have  absolute  Imovledge  of. 

In  chapter  five  which  shows  the  rare  Cowger  to  be  of 

Scotch-Iri sli  descent. - The  name  Ha""710  may  be  of
